4. U.S. Patent No. 6,080,637 A issued June 27, 2000 to HUANG et al. as an "A" 
category document with regard to claims 1-22 of the instant application. The

5. U.S. Patent No. 6,583,060 B2 issued June 24, 2003 to TRIVEDI et al. as an "Y" 
category document with regard to claims 2-3, 5-11 and 15-18 of the instant 
application. The Examiner noted Col. 1, lines 1-8 and Col. 2, lines 29-34 and 
Figures 1-24 as being particularly relevant.
